It was B.C. 3 or -I 
on the «cale of our calendar — 
Christmas was celebrated by the 
■mallest number ot neoplo to 
celebrate- ChrlstmaB then or since; 
but those few pcoolt irero the 
sinccrcst of all, then or since. 

Those fow gathered around the 
manger on thnt first Christmas 
day ielt themselves present al 
tho greatest moment of history — 
the coming of tho Messiah, for 
them, it was an event of un- 
.speakably deep and holy signifi- 
cance. Tho occasion, garbed In 
tho words ot New Testament his- 
torian St. Luke, tako on a great 
literary as well as religious 
meaning: "And the angel nald 
unto them, Fear not: for, behold, 
I bring you good tidings of great 
Joy, which shall bo to all people. 
For unto you is born this day 
in tho city ot David a saviour, 
which Is Christ tho Lord . . . And 
suddenly thcro was with the 
angel a multitude ot the heavenly 
host praising God, and snylng. 
Glory to God in tho highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward 
men." 



It was ns simple anil as fund- 
amental as that. 

"What about gift-giving, back In 
A.D. 1 when it had a deep, per- 
sonal meaning to all? SI. Matthew 
records It. this time: "When Ihey 
saw (ho star, they rejoiced with 
exceeding great joy. And when 
they w.erc come into the house, 

Ihey saw tho young child and 

fell down, and w-orshipped him: 
and when ihey bad opened their 
treasures, ^they presented unlo 
him gifts; gold, and frankincense, 
and myrrh." 

Rather trilo lines these are. 
many centuries later — but they 
stato the prlnclplo of gift-giving 
better than nny department store 
publicity man known. 

In succeeding years, when the 
worship of Christmas meant 
death In tho Arena, Christians 
fought with nothing but a prln 
clplo that they know was right 
against an armed and Infuriated 
people that Ihey knew were 
wrong-they, too, were sincere. 

Terhaps the prlnclplo itseir 
could bo lost If people fell Into 
tho fallacy (hat I hero was noth 
Ing left to fight for.

"Wc are all aware, or we all 
ought to be after reading articles 
Hkn this one, that Christmas has 
beconio commercialized. The 
spectre of Santa Clans has been 
hanging over us since the turn 
ot the century, emphasized every 
December In articles and sermons 
by worried clergymen. 

This is not new. Christmas has 
been increasingly commercial to 
the same extent and at the same

What is Christmas? Is It not 
that glorious day when all man- 
ufacturers, storekeepers, owners 
of turkey farms, spruco forests 
and ski resorts look forward to 
fabulously increased profits? is It 
not that glorious day when hus- 
bands ruefully survey the shatter- 
ed budget, wondering how to tigh- 
ten Iho family belt during Jan- 
uary? Is it not that glorious day 
when housewives stand worn out 
over Iho stovo trying to prepare 
tho best dinner of Iho year? is 
it not that glorious day heralded 
In advance by numbers of office 
party?, gay with sparkling chorus 
ditties and coloured fluids? Is it 
not that glorious day of rest when 
'ono and all start to prepare to 
tako leave of their senses on New 
Year's Eve? 

Yes, say many attackers of con- 
temporary society, Christmas, 
J 953, Js all this. Knch year, with 
increasing world population, more 
and moro peoplo celebrate Christ- 
mas. And yet each year more and 
more criticism Is levelled at the 
modern treatment of and atti- 
tudes toward Christmas. Is it all 
Justified? 

To an extent, yes — though 
this criticism should not, as It 
often does, imply a deliberate 
niallco on the part of the major- 
ity of modern Christians. "Christ- 
mas commercialism" and all its 
attendant evils are natural out- 
growths of modern economics and 
mass methods. .Most people would 
be unwilling to exchange their 
"shattered budgets" for an end 
to tho gift-giving tradition. 
Christmas dinner Is an enjoyable 
event. Prc-Christmas party guests 
mean no orfenso when they sing 
"Silent Night" In a semi-Inebriate 
state, no matter how object lon-

able it may seem. And if New 
Year's comes right after Christ- 
mas, why, it** Just too bad. 

Christn; 1 should he a joyous 
occasion. If the modern way of 
being "Joyous" at Christmas Is 
all wrong — and chances nre It 
Is — then Ihc modern way of 
being "Joyous" Is aH wrong, 
period. 

Wo arc shown by religious 
leaders "tho real meaning of 
Christmas", and are told that this 
is often lost, sight of. This Is per- 
haps an exaggeration • — mobs of 
unfamiliar races fill the churches 
every Christmas — but it Is true 
that most of us only glance at 
it in passing. H Is this practice 
that we are against. 

Christmas Is a religious occa- 
sion: whether ono bo for or 
against religion, this must be 
accepted. Christmas cannot poss- 
ibly bo celebrated without con- 
templating Its "real meaning". 

Kach person at Christmas 
should lake a look at the nible, 
examine It, and arrive at a de- 
cision: cither ho believes in 
Christ as Son or God or he does 
not believe In Christ as Sou of 
God. 

If the rormer decision Is reach- 
ed, his Christmas will be pattern- 
ed as It Is supposed to be, with 
social elements properly observ- 
ed and always secondary. The 
religious significance of Christ- 
mas will not serve as an excuse 
for secondary activities. 

If the latter decision Is reached, 
he will not be a Christian and 
will not celebrate Christmas at 
all, either by meditation, parties, 
or gifts. The occasion is none of 
Ills business. 

The atheist, agnostic, or un- 
believer who pays any attention 



to Christmas whatever Is a hy- 
pocrite. If ho even recognizes It 
to the extent of going to church 
thnt once every year or Indulg- 
ing in Chrltsmas tradition, It is 
his duty to Investigate whatever 
trace of Christian heller Is in him, 
rrom parental training perhaps, 
and then to eliher deny It or 
embrace it completely. 



rale or speed as our whole cx- 
Istanco has been increasingly 
commercial. Both phenomena are, 
perhaps, particularly evident in 
tho Nonh American continent, 
where the Cadillac and tho tele- 
vision sot have become cultural 
emblems. 

The commercial Christmas Js 
not a new Christmas, It Is halt 
a century old. The symbol or our 
generation Js not that Christmas 
Is commercialized, but that It has 
become "popular." Wc hav c had 
Santa Clans for a good ninny 
years now, but we now find our- 
selves confronted with "I saw 
Mommy kissing Santa Claus," and 
"Santa Baby." 

In a way tills development Is 
merely a progression. Some ad- 
vertising genius has discovered 
that Christmas can bo used not 
only to sell expensive gifts and 
unspeakable neckties, but to sell 
Just about anything. Consequent- 
ly, Christmas has reached the 
Hit Parade. 

Maybe this is only a passing 
phase — It would bo nice to think 
so. It would be nice to think that 
Christmas will become less art- 
ificial even if It does not return 



to its former religious position. 
Kven the clergymen admit, at 
least by Implication, that the 
religious significant of the 
Christmas celebration Is waning. 
In their campaigns to "But Christ 
back into Christmas," they admit 
that Ho isn't there now. It Is 
often difficult to figure out Just 
what has taken tho place of 
religion. What do we celebrate? 

Few of us arn really celebrat- 
ing Christ's birth. Some of us, 
unfortunately, don't seem to be 
celebrating anything at all. We 
imbibe, wc spend, we go bank- 
rupt, in an artificial merry-go- 
round which is not satisfying to 
anyone. Wo do it because It has 
always been done, because every- 
body else docs it, because It is 
"the thing to do." We spend the 
first few months of the New Year 
paying the bills, and regretting 
the whole thing. 

These are the people who get 
cynical about Christmas. "Christ- 
mas" they say, "Is for the chil- 
dren." And to some extent they 
are right, for children are per- 
haps tho only ones who always 
enjoy It. The long and frustrat- 
ing wait In a line-up ot Ihelr con- 



freres lo see a man In a false 
benrd and present their annual 
petition seems to bo forgotten in 
the excitement, tho anticipation 
and the curiosity. Children, in 
fact, seem to have a virtual mon- 
opoly on enjoyment that costs no- 
thing. 

Thoso of us who share this 
gift also enjoy Christmas. There 
Is something to be said for the

Family Festivity^ 
In Past Era 



Christmas, to a family of tho 
nineteenth century, was a family 
celebration. It was a time of 
reunion before a blazing fire and 
under a hugo spruce troc, a time 
when all the sons nnd daughters 
returned lo tho old houso of 
their youth-, bringing with them 
their wives nnd husbands and 
children to Join in tho celebra- 
tion. 

Tho night before Christmas, 
after tho children had been put 
to bed, tho adults would decorato 
tho tree, not with tho strings of 
electric lights and frail coloured 
balls, -which wo use now, but 
with tallow candles, pink nnd 
white peppermint sticks, nnd long, 
long strings of popcorn and cran- 
berries which the children had 
spent tho previous week string- 
ing. And on tho very top was a 
hugo silver ntar or tho shiny 
figure of an angel. 

On Christmas morning, the 
whole family wont to church*. The 
family pew would he crowded and 
tho children would squirm more 
than usual In tho anticipation of 
tho roast gooso to come, the pre- 
sents, tho fun and the games. 

When everyone had gathered 



nt tho house afterwards, the pre- 
sents undor tho twinkling trea 
would ho distributed. And while 
tho children nnd men were still 
ndmlrlng their gifts, mother and 
her older daughters would bo 
preparing the dinner. One girl 
would ho setting out tho silver 
and glassware: others making 
tho gravy, mashing tho potatoes, 
or putting nuts and candlos into 
dishes. And In tho middle of it 
all would bo mother, who would 
tend to tho hugo stuffed goose, 
and later to tho steaming pud- 
dings nnd minco pics. 

Blnner would ho a merry meal, 
with perhaps twenty or more 
peoplo nt tho table. It would not 
end until lato in tho afternoon, 
after which the children would 
play while tho ndults would rest 
and talk. 

It would not ho until late in 
the evening that tho guests would 
begin to depart. Howovor, at last 
tho houso would becomo quiet, 
tho children in bed dreaming of 
tho wonderful day they had had, 
tho grown-ups gazing at tho 
fading flro beforo climbing the 
stairs to their bods.

Christmas has paced changing 
times for twenty centuries, bring- 
ing tho Joy ot giving, a Message 
ot Peace and Goodwill, and the 
meaning of Faith nnd a Religion 
into tho hearts and houses ot an 
over-troubled world; that Christ- 
mas will find Its place In tho 
bustlo and turmoil and strain of 
a world that rinds Itself torn be- 
tween tho consideration of a Year 
1.953 ot an Era ot God and a 
Year Nine of a frighleningly un- 
certain Bra or man and tho atom. 

It will bo Christinas. Signs f.nd 
outward gestures will have chan- 
ged hut the underlying spirit will 
remain. 

For many, the religious slsnifl- 
canco will bo to tho tore. Tho 
churches will bo crowded. The 
Message will ho delivered anew. 

Others will capture tho Spirit 
of tho Day through Giving, Kind- 
ness, nnd Consideration. 

It will be a time for Neighbour- 
liness, nnd in the humblest of 
homes the door will bo unlatched. 
For many It will ho a family holi- 
day: a Reunion a Remembrance. 

Abovo all, it will bo a tlmo of 
Traditions. Tho traditions will 
have evolved with changing times, 
but will continue to strive towards 
making Clirlstmas — the first or 
tho li.OOOth — a Joyous and a 
memorable occasion. 

The Christmas present and card 
and carol will assume their set 
place in twentieth century life. 
Kor some, perhaps, they will bo 
traditions and nothing more; a 
mulling list of Christmas cards, 
a note hook describing the pres- 
ents of the previous year. But 
they can be more, and therein 
rests their significance. For each 



tlmo — albeit none too often — 
a gift is a gift from tho heart, 
somo of the spirit ot a First 
Christmas is recaptured. 

Clirlstmas, as a tradition, is 
growing one. It added Old Scroo- 
ge generations ago. St. Nicholas 
evolved into Santa Claus and per- 
soniricd Giving and Goodwill. In. 
the last decade, lilllo Rudolph 
found his placo In tho 1953 Story. 

Christmas is still a bright and 
cheerful occasion. 

Witness tho sparkling lights ot 
trees nnd doorways ot au. other- 
wise drab and monotonous street. 
The wreathes and holly. Tho gay 
extravagance ot tho filoro win- 
dows display. . . 

Tho music of the season; a 
herltago in Itself. Beautiful old 
hymns passed down through the 
ages. Hymns of Joy nnd Thanks- 
giving. Hymns retelling the story 
of a First Christmas. 

Tho shopping, so much a part 
ot Christmas. Counters overflow* 
Ing with colourful merchandise. 
Crowds bustling through store! 
and thronging main streets. "Last 
minute" buying. Hurried wrap* 
plug. Christmas seals and gift 
tags. And surprises. 

Soon tho wrapped gifts, trim- 
med evergreens and well-set table 
will be before us: outward tokens 
of a 195:! Christmas. Church bells 
may sound out from afar. New- 
fallen snow may blanket the land. 

For children, Christmas has be- 
come a timo of joy and expectat- 
ion; for their elders, perhaps sol- 
emn and meditative; perhaps fes- 
tive and jubilant.

Mr. Lewis Douglas, former 
Principal ot McGIII, Ambassador 
to Great Orltuln, and copper 
minor is the subject of an article 
in "Arizona Highways."

In 1937 Mr. Douglns left his 
political career and became the 
first citizen of tho United States 
to bo appointed Principal of Mc-

Gill's Douglas Hall of Residence 
In named. Dr. Douglas was also 
conncclcd with the Verdun In- 
sane Asylum, and It too has a 
Douglas Hall. 

Mr. Douglas grew up In .an 
Arizona mining town, where his 
first organizing venture was tho 
formation of a baseball team 
among the local barefoot Mexic- 
an boys. 

After a career at Amherst, the 
young Lewis Douglas polncd tho 
American army in Franco and 
finished tho war with a lieute- 
nant's commission and a Delglan 
Croix tie Guerre.

He returned to Arizona whero 
his father had him start a mining 
career by working as a mucker.

Demand For 
Graduates 
Over Supply 

The demand for last year's grad- 
uates, especially in Engineering 
and Applied Science, exceeded the 
supply, according to the 1002-53 
report ot the McGIII • Placement 
Service. Also last year, thero w ere 
20,000 Job registrations, and 20,- 

000 Jobs provided — most of 
■which wero temporary or part 
time. 

Visits by recruiting representa- 
tives from various companies 
Tcachcd a record high this year, 
•with 101 scparato visits to the 
University. This was considerably 
higher than last year's total, ami 
has been rising steadily since 
13 IS when only 39 such visits 
wore recorded. 

Although tho demand for En- 
gineering and Science students 
was partlculraly marked, tho 
Placement service roports that 
"graduating students In all Facul- 
ties had little difficulty In secur- 
ing satisfactory employment." 

Registration for both Christmas 
vacntiou and summer Jobs in- 
creased, with tho number of place- 
ments for tho summer reaching 
n now hgih of 51G. 

The report nlso noted that 
"Undergraduate talent continues 
to be expressed In innumerable 
ways." Cited examples are: "the 
more prosaic requests" for Santa 
Clauses, clowns, etc., and a grow- 
ing demand for square dance cull- 
ers.
